TEHERAN <AP). — Iran's new 
- parliament convened yesterday 
with calls from Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini to guard against plotters, 
from President Abolhassaxx Ba.nl- 
Sadr to pump life Into a nearly 
bankrupt economy, and from the 
militants holding the U.S. hostages 
to keep the captives until the shah 
and his wealth are returned. 

"If America returns the traitor 
(deposed shah) Mohammed Reza 
(Pahlavl) and the wealth he has 
plundered, the hostages will be 
reprieved and expelled from Iran,” 
the militants said. "Otherwise, they 
will be tried and punished." 

The militants said that the con- 
ditions they outlined for tbe 
hostages' release represented the 
"nation's demand," and that if the 
parliament took any other position, 
it would have to he justified and 
accepted by the Iranian people. 

Khomeini, Iran's revolutionary 
leader, has said that the parlia- 
ment, or Majlis, will determine the 
fate of the hostages, who spent their 
207th day in captivity yesterday.

Begin would welcome U.S. 


initiative on talks stalemate

Premier Menahem Begin said he 
would welcome an American in- 
itiative to resume the suspended 
negotiations on autonomy in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, hut he 
said Israel will not solicit such an 
ice-breaking move. 

Begin was speaking with 
Katharine Graham, chairman of 
the Washington Post Co., In an in- 
terview Tuesday. 

Begin also flatly rejected an 
Egyptian proposal lor a November 
deadline for the autonomy 
negotiations, suggesting that for 
"curious" reasons it had been tim- 
ed to coincide with the U.S. elec- 
tions. 

As for tbe stalled autonomy talks. 
Begin said a U.S. move to schedule 
a resumption date was “not a bad 
idea." 

"But," the prime minister stress- 


ed, "we will not take the initiative 
to ask the Americans to come. If 
they take the Initiative ... I do sup- 
pose that would he acceptable." 

He said a proposal by Egyptian 
Deputy Premier Kamal Hass a n All 
set November as a deadline for 
negotiations on a proposed West 
Bank-Gaza autonomous council 
posed a. "very serious situation." 

"Why should we connect our 
negotiations with the election in the 
U.S.? What do our negotiations 
have in common with the U.S. elec- 
tions? I reject It," Begin said. 

In the wide-ranging Interview, 
Begin also: 

• said that no more than 10 new 
settlements will be built in the ad- 
ministered areas, although existing 
civilian outposts will be enlarged.

Journalist, policemen die in day of violence 

Rome, Milan attacks prove 
police still can’t stop terror 


ROME (UPI). — Two spectacular 
terrorist attacks in Rome and 
Milan yesterday jolted hopes that 
police were at last getting on tap of 
Italy’s 10-year wave of terrorism. 

In Rome a "commando" of five 
right-wing extremists shot three, 
policemen before the eyes of scores 
of high school students. One of the ' 
policemen died of his wounds short- 
ly after admission to hospital and 
the other two were in grave condi- 
tion, police said.

binet crisis put off 


at 'least until next week

The upheaval in the coalition 
over Premier Menahem 
Begin’s cabinet reshuffle 
proposals subsided slightly 
yesterday, as the vote was post- 
poned until next week. 

Begln's proposal to award the 
Defence portfolio vacated by Ezer 
Weizznsn this week to Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, and to 
shift Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'l to Foreign Affairs, brought 
unexpected opposition from various 
coalition partners immediately 
after the plan was revealed on 
Tuesday. 

The National ' Religious Party, 
which had formed a committee of 
six to talk to Begin further about his 
proposals, seemed loth yesterday to 
provoke a cabinet crisis over the 
reshuffle. 

The Democratic Movement, 
which had warned it would vote 
against the reshuffle in the Knesset 
plenum, met with Moda'l for ‘ a 
"friendly chat." 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon said he was still pondering 
bis possible resignation, because of 
his concern over security after the 
Weizman resignation. (Separate 
story — this page) 

The Liberals said they would in- 
sist on Moda’l getting the Foreign 
Ministry, as Begin has proposed. 

Agudat Ylsrael, the smallest 
coalition partner, will meet Begin 
this morning for a briefing on the 
reshuffle. 


Tbe three Democratic Movement 
ministers were expected to send a 
delegation to see Begin this after- 
noon, and possibly the NRP too. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
was quoted yesterday as declaring 
his support for the Sb&mlr and 
Moda'l appointments, adding 
however that Sharon would make a 
fine and “economical" defence 
minister. 

"With Sharon, the people of the 
territories would know clearly who 
they had to deal with," he said, ac- 
cording to TVs “Mabat" last night. 

The feeling in the Prime 
Minister's Office yesterday was 
that . It was no longer possible to 
propose the reshuffle to the Knesset 
this week, but that the NRP would 
eventually come round to agree- 
ment. however reluctantly. Tbe 
feeling also was that the 
Democratic Movement would 
either abstain in the plenum when 
the reshuffle was presented for ap- 
proval, or would stay away from 
the vote. This would enable Begin to 
get a slim majority for the reshuffle 
and enable both him and the DM to 
maintain face. 

Some Democratic MKs felt their 
faction might have gone too far in 
threatening to vote against the 
reshuffle, and it was felt these MKs 
would bring the faction around to 
some saving formula by next week. 
Despite this. Deputy Premier 
Ylgael Yadln told journalists in the 
Knesset dining room yesterday that 
the faction had not changed its 
mind about voting against the 
reshuffle. 


Moda’l met with the DM faction 
yesterday, at his request, to soften 
their objections to his appointment. 

Moda’l asked the DM why they 
objected to his appointment, saying 
he possessed 90 per cent of the 
qualities required for a successful 
foreign minister. However, he con- 
ceded that even If the DM granted 
him only 70 per cent, that was 
reason enough for It to approve Ms 
appointment. The fact that Begin 
might not have consulted the DM 
beforehand was no reason to rule 
him out on merit, he said. 

Moda'l said he accepted Begin’s 
ruling that Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg would continue to head the 
autonomy talks team. If appointed. 
Moda'l said, he would establish con- 
tacts with all three U.S. presiden- 
tial candidates now, on the thesis 
that an election year required a 
greater investment, and not a 
freeze on contacts. 

Previous foreign ministers had 
neglected Israel’s relations with 
Western Europe, he charged, and 
now the Western Europeans were 
urging that UN Security Council 
resolution 242 be amended, Moda'l 
said he would devote time to per- 
suading the Europeans to avoid 
such a course. 

As a foreign minister, Moda'l told 
the DM, he would assure greater 
cooperation between his ministry 
and the Energy Ministry over the 
vital issue of guaranteeing ad- 
ditional sources of oil. Today Israel 
had access to only five per cent of 
(Continue*] on page 5, col.

Sharon to remain in government 
if assured of some defence role

TEL AVIV. — Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon will stay in the govern- 
ment if he Is allowed to function at 
least as a. sort of shadow defence . 
minister. ■. 

T&e Jerusalem .Poet learned- 
yesterday that this was the gist of 
Sharon's demand in his meeting 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin early yesterday afternoon.

By ARYEH RUBINSTEIN 
Post Knesset Reporter 
Any mud we can sling (among 
ourselves) you can sling better 
famongyourselves), was the theme 
of Prime Minister Men&hem Begin 
as he replied in the Knesset yester-

Shahal said the style of today's 
ministers, in speaking to and about 
their colleagues, bad set a record in 
making Israel despicable at home 
and abroad. 71

But he quoted from Yitzhak Rabin’s 
book to show that the Internal 
recriminations within, the 
Alignment's leadership left the 
Likud in the dust. 

"Peres’ ambition. was 
boundless." Begin quoted from 
Rabin's book. "Everything was 
permissible ; leaks, undermining 
the position of the prime minister, 
and undermining the position of the 
government, in accordance with 
the well-known Bolshevist doc 
trine: ‘The worse things get. .the 
better It will be’ for Peres and his 
men." 

Here Tawflk Toubi (DFPE) call- 
ed out: “That's a crude distortion of 
the Bolshevist .theory!" (Laughter 
broke out in response to the inter- 
jection.) 

Begin to Toubi: "You haven't 
studied the history of communism. 
The original expression of Lenin 
(which Begin quoted in Russian) 
was — ‘The worse it is. the better it 
is'." 

Toubi: "Do you know Lenin?” 
(More laughter.)

Cohen of Ugda, Halm Alima and 
Mark V&niyevskl of Tekoa in 
Judea, and Shlomo Sa’ad of Netty 
Ha'asara in Northern Sinai pleaded 
guilty to obstructing soldiers in' the 
execution of their duties. The ninth 
accused, Boaz Medina of Ugda, was 
absent yesterday. 

The trial will resume on June 17.. 


3 men held for extortion

TEL AVIV. — The police will today 
ask the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
to detain for questioning three 
known criminals who are suspected 
of extorting funds from a 22-year- 
old man who tried to "go straight" 
l A Tel Aviv police source said 
yesterday that the three sus- 
pects — who have rich and 
varied .criminal pasts In theft, 
drugs and extortion — were caught 
in possession of money they had 
taken from their victim, who began 
working as a hank messenger a few 
months ago. The arrest came after 
lengthy surveillance. 

Police said the suspects first met 
their victim in prison' and bumped 
into Mm about a month ago in the 
street with his 17-year-old bride. 
According to police information. 


the three beat up the victim and 
stripped him of his watch, chain 
and gold ring, and chaaed Ms wife 
away by throwing a brick at her. 

The police source aaid the extor- 
tion continued for two weeks, with 
the criminals coming to the vic- 
tim's home, threatening to kQl him 
i f 'he complained. • • • • ■ 

Piftfce inf AWnation on the extor- 
tion was useless because the victim 
refused to cooperate with in- 
vestigators. Then, on Sunday even- 
ing. the victim arrived at the police 
station claiming the three men had 
beat him up again and ordered Mm 
to give them 152,000. 

A team headed by Inspector 
Haim Bulkind set up a stake-out 
near the suspects’ rendezvous with 
the victim. The victim gave the 
men IS2.000 in marked notes, and 
the police managed to catch the 
three with the money on them. . 


J’lem woman attacked by stray cat 


A 35-year-old woman of 
Jerusalem's Talpiyot quarter was 
severely bitten by a stray cat this 
week. Still In need of medical treat- 
ment for wounds on her leg, she has 
already been given two sables In- 
jections.

things that Begin bad said to Mm on 
occasion (apparently about 
Dayan).

ZiporL* No collective punishment in W. Bank

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zipori denied yesterday 
that the security forces in the ad- k 
ministered areas impose collective 
or "neighbourhood" punishment in 
reaction to acts of violence by the 
local populace. 

He was replying In the Knesset to 
motions for the agenda by five op- 
position members on “Collective 
and Neighbourhood Punishment on 
the West Bank." 

With Zipori’s consent, the 
motions of Melr Talmi (Alignment- 
Mapam) and Shmuel Toledano 
(Shai) were referred to the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 
That of Tawflk Toubi (DFPE) was 
struck from the agenda. Shulamit 
Aloni (CRM) and Url Avnery 
(Shell) withdrew their motions in 
protest against Zlpori’s dis- 
criminating among- the five 
motions. 

Zipori said that the Likud govern- 
ment had actually adopted a more 
moderate policy in the areas than 
its predecessors. “Which is to be 
deplored." interjected Rabbi Halm - 
Druckxnan (National Religious 


Party). 

The deputy minister said that the 
sheet circulated last week In the 
Knesset by Avnery listing alleged 
excesses committed by soldiers 
against West Bank Arabs had been 
transmitted to the competent IDF 
authorities. 

The charges would he examined 
speedily, and if any soldiers had 
violated orders they would be duly 
punished and steps would be taken 
to prevent the recurrence of similar 
incidents, Zipori said. 

Denying that collective punish- 
ment had been employed, Zipori 
said that the steps taken were 
directed specifically against the 
perpetrators of the crimes. 

He said that all measures design- 
ed to impose order and to prevent 
the repetition of acts of violence, 
and which were likely to cause dis- 
comfort among the Arab populace, 
were carefully considered and re- 
quired the approval of "the highest 
echelons." 

Zipori said the government would 
not allow a minority of noisy 
agitators to disturb the conduct of 
normal life in Judea and Samaria 
or to drive a wedge between Arabs 
and Jews. But it would not deviate 


from the values of democracy and 
morality to wMch the State of Israel 
had always been faithful, he added. 

Aloni said that banishment, blow- 
ing up of houses, and destruction of 
property worth millions of shekels 
without proper investigation or any 
legal proceeding was against all 
norms of law and justice and 
against the elementary morality of 
the community of free nations. 

Toledano said he had called on 
Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren and ask- 
ed whether the kind of actions taken 
by Rabbi Melr Kahane and bis 
followers were In accord with 
Halacha, and why they were not 
denounced by the rabbis. Goren’s 
answer, Toledano said, . was that 
where war and the sovereignty over 
Eretz Yisrael were concerned, 
Halacha did not lay down restric- 
tions on behaviour. 

Talmi, who visited Hebron last 
week, said that based on what be 
had heard there no credence could 
be put in the allegations (included 
in Avnery’8 sheet) that soldiers had 
been ordered to “break tones." But 
there was no doubt that there had 
been excesses by individuals, and 
that they must answer for their 
deeds, he said.

Justice Minister Sbmuel Tamir 
yesterday chided the country's 
newspaper editors for dragging 
their feet for nearly six years over 
proposals for a new law to protect 
the citizen against invasion of 
privacy. ' 

The editors have asked Tamir to 
delay the first reading of the bill un- 
til they can meet with Mm to pre- 
sent their objections to several 
clauses which would, In their opi- 
nion, make a reporter's job im- 
possible. Tamir has agreed to a 
delay of a few days. 

The draft law says inva sion o f 
privacy Is not only a tort, carrying 
compensatory damages, but a 
criminal offence, carrying a prison 
sentence of up to one year.. 


Ever since his predecessor. Halm 
Zaidok, first formed the committee 
of legal authorities headed by 
Supreme Court • Justice Yitzhak 
Kahan to prepare legislation, the 
editors have been asked repeatedly 
to come forward and state their 
views, Tamir wrote in a letter to 
"Davar" editor Hanna Earner. 
(Zemer is a member of the 
presidium of the Daily Newspaper 
Editor's Committee.) 

Only when the proposals became 
a formal draft law, and the draft 
was tabled In the Knesset, with a 
date fixed for the first reading, did 
some papers start fiercely criticiz- 
ing the law “as though it were a bolt 
from the blue.” He described the 
draft bill as "positive, balanced, 
fair and important," and added 
that "certain changes of detail can 
be discussed when it comes to com- 
mittee." 


Mist and dust caused power failure

HAIFA. — The heavy mist that 
covered the coast on Tuesday night 
caused a series of short circuits on 
a very-high-tension power line, 
plunging large areas of Haifa, Tel 
Aviv and the South into darkness 
until early yesterday morning.

Kollek corrects Goldschmidt Weizmann cancer 
on why he was snnhbed

No, Nell Goldschmidt, you were 
not Insulted by Mayor Teddy Kollek 
because you came to Jerusalem 
without money. If it is any solace, 
you would have been treated the 
same even if you had come with 
millions. 

That is the message of concilia- 
tion that went-forth from Jerusalem 
yesterday after U.S. Transport 
Secretary Goldschmidt publicly 
surmised.

Kollek said that elements In the 
Btate Department wanted 
demonstrably to leave open the op- 
tion of redividing the city. "No per- 
sonal Insult to you waa intended,” 
Kollek wrote to Goldschmidt.

"Under conditions of peace, I 
see no reason for walls or 
separation" 

Kollek revealed that before the 
last municipal elections, a "very 
eminent” Arab — not Nusseibeh — 
had told him be wanted to stand for 
the municipal council. “I would 
have seen this as an important step 
towards living together. In the end, 
however, he received warnings and 
didn’t do it." 

Divided sovereignty. Kollek add- 
ed, would inevitably lead to a divid- 
ed city. 


Ladino programme wins 
international media prize

A six-minute radio programme 
about a Jaffa old age club broad- 
cast in Ladino on Kol Yiarael 'has 
won first prize in an international 
competition sponsored by Efa, the 
Spasish-language news agency. 

Producer Camellia Shahal, with 
Kol Y Israel for the past 26 years, 
yesterday received the 88,000 prize 
and announced that she would 
donate half of it to a new fund for 
promoting Ladino culture. The 
Turkish-born journalist was con- 
gratulated by .Broadcasting 
Authority director-general Yosef 
..Lapid and Moshe Shaul, head of the 
radio's Ladino unit. 

Shaul. a member of the judges' 
.panel (he did not vote in the 
features category because of the 
Israeli entry), said he had been 
-.overwhelmed by the appreciation 
’ of Sephardi culture shown by 
Spaniih-speaking delegates at the 
competition in Mexico. Spaniards 


had expressed amazement that' 
Jews had preserved Ladino (an 
amalgam of Hebrew and Spanish) 
for half a millennium after the ex- 
pulsion from Spain, and said they 
hoped their country would even- 
tually eatablish diplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

The Ladino programme — Kol 
Yiarael is the world's only radio 
station broadcasting in Ladino — 
competed with entries from 39 
other countries. Prises were also 
awarded to a Mexican Jewish jour- 
nalist's TV programme; an entry 
from Ecuador, and a photograph of 
a murdered Guatemalan leader,

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Military junta to hold 
reins in South Korea 


SEOUL. — South Korea’* military 
leaders are preparing to set up a 
junta-like "ruling council" to con- 
duct the nation's affairs under a 
continued martial law edict, In- 
formed sources said yesterday. 


The sources, both Korean and 
diplomatic, said the council will 
keep civilian Choi Kyu Hah as its 
president, but real power will be 
vested In Gen. Chun Doo Hwan, the 
country's military stro ng m an, and 
other generals. 

The national legislature, already 
more than two-thirds controlled by 
the government and its sym- 
pathizers. will be reduced to a 
rubber stamp, the informants said. 

To be known officially as an "ad- 
visory council" with the task of 
helping formulate policy In 
domestic and foreign affairs, the 
council will in fact rule South Korea 
through orders Issued under the 
country's seven-month-old martial 
law decree. 


A timetable for the change is un- 
certain. Originally It was to have 
gone Into effect sometime this week 
"as a modified Junta," the sources 
said. 

However, the recent political 
crisis caused by student 
demonstrations against martial 
law. climaxed by the bloody nine 
day rebellion in the southern city of 
Kwangju, forced a postponement in 
the plan, they said. 

Troops meanwhile searched 
mountain areas for armed students 
yesterday fallowing the retaking of 
Kwangju. 

The martial law command said 
only a few militants had fled to the 
mountains after troops backed by 
tanks stormed the city on Tuesday. 

It did not say how many of the 
thousands of weapons, including 
automatic rifles, light machine guns 
and hand grenades, stolen from ar- 
mouries during the uprising were 
still In the hands of rebels. (AF, 
Reuter) 


Carter increases his lead 


with 4 more primary wins 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter won four 
more state primary elections on 
Tuesday, leaving rival Edward 
Kennedy to stage a political 
miracle If he is to atop Carter from 
being renominated by the 
Democratic Party. 

Senator Kennedy's fading hopes 
of being the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate now rest on scoring 
big wins In the final round of 
primaries next Tuesday — victories 
of the sort that have so far eluded 
him in the 1980 campaign. 

The president picked up 66 
delegates in primaries in Nevada, 
Arkansas and Kentucky. He also 
won the Idaho primary in which no 


delegates were at stake. According 
to ABC News, the president now has 
1,639 of the 1,666 delegates he needs 
to secure renomlnatlon. 

He Is expected to pick up enough 
delegates in next Tuesday's final 
round for nomination, and the only 
question Is whether the delegates 
will stick with him at the party's 
August nominating convention. 

On the Republican side Ronald 
Reagan, already virtually assured 
of his party's nomination, scored 
easy victories In Tuesday's 
primaries. His last rival, former 
UN ambassador George Bush, 
dropped out of the race on Monday 
and as a result failed to get 10 per 
cent af the vote in any of yester- 
day's Republican contests. 


Ohio computer eliminates 
the paper in newspaper 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP). — 
Residents in central Ohio will soon 
be able to read their newspaper on 
video display screens In their 
homes. The "Columbus Dispatch" 
announced plana on Tuesday to 
transmit the news into home com- 
puters through telephone lines star- 
ting July 1. 

Subscribers will be able to call up 
almost every story which appeared 
in the day's paper, Including state, 
local, suburban and national news, 
sports and entertainment articles 
and feature stories, newspaper of- 
ficials said. 

Initially, the newspaper plans to 
make Information in each day's 
newspaper available after 6 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday. The 
Sunday paper will also become 
available, officials said. Later, 


classified and other forma of adver- 
tising from the "Dispatch" will be 
added. 

The evening newspaper, which 
has a circulation of 202,980 daily 
and 341,667 on Sunday, is working in 
conjunction with CompuServe In- 
corporated of Columbus to become 
the first daily newspaper in the U.S. 
to offer such a service. 


Subscribers must furnish their 
own computers, which can be 
purchased at many electronics 
shops. Some have video display 
8creen*_while others are for use 
with a television screen. 


A special coupler will connect the 
home computer to the telephone 
lines for electronic transmission of 
the news. CompuServe will charge 
users on a per-minute basis.

MOSCOW (AP). — A Soviet- 
Hungarlan cosmonaut team docked 
Its Soyuz-as space capsule on Tues- 
day night with the Soviet Union's 
-orbiting SaJyut-8 station and went 
aboard the station, Tass reported. 

The Soviet' news agency said the 
mission's veteran Soviet com- 
mander, Valery Kubasov, 46, and 
. 30-year-old Hungarian air force 
’ pilot Betalan Parkas checked the 
tightness of 'the .docking unit, then 
boarded SalyutHJ to join Soviet 
cosmonauts Leonid Popov and 
Valery Ryumin, who have been in 
space since April 9, 

Tass said a seven-day scientific 
programme- had been worked out 
jointly by Soviet and Hungarian 
scientists. 

The agency said Salyut's systems 
were functioning normally, and all 
four cosmonauts were feeling well. 
Kubasov and Farkas are due to 
return to earth la the Soyuz-39 
spacecraft that took Popov and 
Ryumin into space.

Turkey should also consolidate 
"mutually advantageous coopera- 
tion with other states, above all its 
neighbours, the newspaper said in a 
clear reference to the Soviet Union 
with which Turkey shares a 600- 
kilometre border.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP). — 
Jean-Claude, "Baby Doc”

the divorced daughter of a wealthy 
Haitian businessman on Tuesday 
night to the sounds of pealing wed- 
ding hells, a 101-gun salute and 
cheering in the streets.

Police kill 3 youths in SA schools conflict 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — A 
group of white men jumped out of a 
civilian van being stoned by 
coloured students near Cape Town 
yesterday and shot dead- three of 
the demonstrators In South Africa’s 
spreading racial confrontation, 
witnesses said. 

The national news agency SAFA 
said two others were Injured in the 
shooting fray, but police sources 
later said three children were hurt. 

A witness. Petrus Present, said at 
least one of the men in the van was 
wearing police camouflage 
trousers. 

Police Minister Louis le Grange 


later confirmed that policemen had 
fired the shots that killed the 
youths. 

Witnesses said the van was ston- 
ed by the students as it drove near a 
high school in Elsies River, a 
coloured suburb about 18 km. north 
of the city. The driver responded by 
halting the vehicle and a rifle was 
handed to one of the passengers, 
who opened fire on the youths in 
their lower teens. 

Throughout the country, police 
pressed ahead with the mass 
arrests of non-white student and 
teacher activists yesterday. 

Demonstrations and arrests hit 


all three of South Africa's major 
cities, led to the arrest of 275 black 
students marching In Port 
Elizabeth and the teargnsaing of

Soviets busy doing business 
across the border in Iran 


WASHINGTON ( AP) . — In a major 
strategic move, the Soviet Union 
and tradesmen In Iran’s troubled 
Azerbaijan region have forged a 
commercial agreement that could 
undercut the authority of the cen- 
tral government in Teheran. 

Iranian emigre sources here said 
the terms include credits to Azer- 
baijani merchants that will permit 
them to buy Soviet industrial goods 
as well as meat, poultry and dairy 
products that are in short supply. 

The Soviets first approached the 
powerful Commercial Guild in 
Tabriz, the provincial capital, with 
an offer of commercial credits of an 
unspecified amount last weekend. 
On Tuesday, the sources said, the 
merchants agreed. 

Food prices in Azerbaijan have 


increased as much as fourfold since 
the early-1979 revolution that toppl- 
ed Shah Mohammed Resa Pahlavi, 
and there are severe food shor- 
tages. Under the agreement, 
shipments will be made regularly 
across the lightly policed border 
from the Soviet Union. 

The Soviets were forced out of 
Azerbaijan in 1946, but have not 
given up their designs on the 
province. The people are Identical 
ethnically and in their Turkish-type 
language to those in Soviet Azer- 
baijan. 

Last month, faced with & partial 
American and European embargo, 
Iran decided to maintain economic 
ties with the Soviet Union. Joint 
ventures include iron and steel fac- 
tories, power plants and electrifica- 
tion projects.

While the press remained afraid 
or, in a tew cases, opposed on prin- 
ciple to grant coverage of the dis- 
appearances and the efforts of their 
relatives to discover their fate, any 
discussion of freedom of the press 
was merely an exercise In 
hypocrisy.

In March, two news agency 
photographers were taken for a 
ride by a group from the security 
forces who picked -them up while 
checking identity cards in a 
restaurant. The two photographers 
"disappeared." Neither the police 
nor the military nor the govern- 
ment knew where they were. But 
there was a hue and cry in the press 
and they quickly reappeared. 

If the press can continue to report 
"disappearances" and not just Its 
own troubles, then the future Is 
brighter and proper attention can 
be paid to other threats to the press 
— and, it follows, society.

months, and a few of the people ab- 
ducted are believed to have sur- 
faced, while about a dozen of those 
who "disappeared" are known, to 
have been still alive, although in 
detention (secret of course) at 
Christmas. 

• This year there has been only 
(and again I apologize for the word) 
one reported disappearance — that 
of a man Identified as Ricardo 
Soria, who was kidnapped by men 
claiming to be federal police of- 
ficers in mid-March. 

What do the disappearances have 
to do with the situation of the press? 
As I see it. those who have dis- 
appeared represent the one big 
issue in Argentina that the press 
was flunking. 


THROUGHOUT last year we saw 
the 1 steady release of journalists 
who were being held without 
charges or who, like Jocobo Timer- 
man. former editor of “La 
Opinion," had been found not guilty 
of any offence. Nevertheless it was 
& sad reflection on the state of 
justice In Argentina whan Mr. 
T&nennan’s release was accom- 
panied by the vengeful stripping of 
his citizenship as well as the seizure 
of all his property, with the excep- 
tion of his apartment -a small 
car. 

The treatment meted out to Mr. 
Timerman, who had been held for 
80 months in prison and under 
house arrest, also reflects a factor 
that continues to dominate the 
situation -in Argentina. The left- 
wing terrorist assault on Argentina 
was so bloodthirsty, vicious and 
ruthless that it created a climate In 
which: -terrcfl, became com" 
monplace. 

It to as If te rroris m drove the 
Argentine community to the brink 
of madness. Irrationality and cruel- 
ty. triggered by an emotional reac- 
tion to terrorism, have characteris- 
ed much of the repression. Yet the 
terrorists are held responsible for 
everything that has happened in 
Argentina. 

It sometimes seems that 
anything and everything can he 
justified on the grounds -that one 
atrocity deserves another. Such 
dangerous self-deception can only 
be dispensed with if the press 
begins to do its job again by simply 
telling the public what Is going on. 
This can be done in Argentina, 
despite the laws and restrictions, 
the fear and the threats. And this is 
beginning to be done. 

Without a vigilant press, zealous- 
ly fighting for Its independence and 
freedom, there can be no law and no 
justice, and the innocent are doom- 
ed to suffer and die along with the 
guilty. 

The press in Argentina is begin- 
ning to say, Enough.

In this case, 
weary after listening to two long 
trios (in a fairly monotonous 
presentation), it was difficult to 
follow Hindemith's textures and ap- 
preciate the contribution of 
Richard Lesser, who made It his 
task to fit into the group as equal In 
subdued sonorities.

TEL AVIV. — The municipal coun- 
cil this week received the new 
budget from Mayor Shlomo Lahat, 
which totals IL8.8b. and includes 
the elimination of 1,068 jobs and 
ILSOm. in municipal activities. 

Lahat noted that this budget 
attempts to lower the city's stan- 
dard of living without banning its 
quality of living. He said that cer- 
tain municipal services will be 
noticeably reduced, In a way that 
will be felt by every resident. 

Residents who fall to pay their 
municipal taxes on time will be fin- 
ed 16.0 per cent as of June 1 this 
year, it was announced yesterday. 

Lahat urged the government to 
transfer funds to the municipality 
on time, thus sparing the 
municipality the need of taking out 
hlgh-interest loans in. order to 
finance current activities. 

- The municipal council will dis- 
cuss the new budget in a special 
meeting next week, it was learned. 


Banks lend money so public can 
invest in their savings schemes

The governor of the Bank of 
Israel Is not opposed to having the 
banks extend abort-term credit to 
clients who want to Invest in long- 
term savings schemes, on condition 
that the. banks do not overreach the 
new credit framework set them. 

The banks are currently vying for 
the public's money and competing 
for new clients by means of various 
savings schemes. The larger banks, 
left. with a surplus of funds due to 
decreased demand for credit, are 
offering loans at about 80 per cent 
Interest for an . average of six. 
months, with monthly payments ex- 
tending over one year. In real 
terms, the SO per cent rate con- 
stitutes a negative interest. 

These loan funds are invested by 
the client in the banks' saving 
schemes for a number of years, 
after which period the client is eligi- 
ble for a grant in common with all 
other savings schemes offered. 

The Bank of Israel contends that 
in this manner the client's capital 


gain on his deposit is increased, and 
surplus money In the public's hands 
is diverted from consumption to 
savings. 

in response to a query from the 
banks. Anion Qafny,' Governor of 
the Bank of Israel, wanted that the 
central bank would not be prepared 
to accept claims from the various 
banks for fluidity concessions 
because of moneys tied up in 
savings schemes. 

The banka offered similar 
schemes two -years ago.

U.S. deficit shrinks 


WASHINGTON (AF). — The U.S.’s 
deficit narrowed to Sl.Qb. in April, 
the smallest in three years, as oil 
imports dropped dramatically at 
the atari of recession, the govern- 
ment reported yesterday. 

The deficit was down sharply 
from the * 8 . 2 b. by which Imports 
had exceeded exports in March, 
and was" the smallest deficit since 
tiie 81.4b. in May 1977. 

, The Improvement In the nation's 
merchandise trade balance oc- 
curred as Imports of crude oil and 
petroleum products dropped 18.2 
per cent from 288m. barrels In 
March to 190m. barrels last month.

Home loans down 14%

The number of loans for the 
purchase of homes dropped by 14 
per cent in the last six months of 
■1979 as compared with the previous 
six months, recent Bank of Israel 
statistics show. 

The drop followed changes in the 
government's policy, which led to 
the linking of loans. The mortgage 
banks too moved away from non- 
llnked loans at high interest 
towards linked loans. 

But, because of inflation, there 
was also a 50 per cent rise in the 
sums lent, some IS800m., given to 


28,850 borrowers. 

As for the weight of linked loans 
within the total of housing loans: 
while in the first six months of last 
year linked moneys were only 2.5 
per cent of all loans, in the second 
half year they were 27 per cent of 
the totid. 

Special directed credit for hous- 
ing continued to grow and was up 
by 47 per cent, to reach a total of 
IS 365m. But the number of loans 
granted in this manner dropped by 
3.6 per cent, to some 19,000. 

The central bank thinks the drop 
was due to an unwillingness by the 
public to take the linked loans.

NEW- YORK (AP). — Several ma- 
jor American banka have cut their 
.prime lending rates to 14 per coat 
amid farther qyidence thejr edrj' 
porate customers have cut' back on 
borrowing.' 

Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., the 
fifth-large at commercial bank in 
the U.S., initiated the move Tues- 
day to 14 per cent, undercutting the 
14% per cent rate set last Friday by 
most big banks. 

The major banks that followed 
Morgan Guaranty's lead were No. 3 
Chase Manhattan. No. 8 Bankers 
Trust and No. 9 First. National of 
Chicago. 

Chemical Bank, the sixth-largest 
in the U.S., yesterday followed suit, 
cutting Its rate one full percentage 
point from the 15 per cent mark it 
posted last Thursday. 

The last time the prime was as 
low as 14 per cent was last October 
8, two days after the Federal 
Reserve Board imposed the first of 
a series of credit-tightening 
programmes aimed at curbing in- 
flation. 

The prime rate soared to 20 per 
cent' in early April, but has been 
declining since then, with the rate 


dropping two full percentage points 
since the Fed dismantled part of its 
credit-tightening programme, last

T The Federal Reserve hoard 
yesterday lowered its discount rate 
' — the fee it charges on loans to 
member banks — from 13 per cent 
to 12 per cent. 

In a brief announcement, the Fed 
said it was cutting a full percentage 
point off the discount rate to bring it 
into line with other interest rates, 
such as short-term treasury bills.

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Begin signals Fahd 

AFTER TWO DATS during which his foreign minister-turned 
defence minister, Yitzhak Shamir, belittled Saudi Prince 
Fahd’s expression of readiness to work for peace with Israel as 
old hat. Premier Begin chose to treat it as though there might be 
something significantly new in it, after all. 

Speaking, like the Saudi ruler, through, an interview in "The ! 
Washington Post,” the premier invited the crown prince to put 
his case before the Knesset in Jerusalem, in the manner of 
President Sadat back in November 1977. Although he rejected 
Prince Fahd's terms — evacuation of all the occupied 
territories, and establishment of a Palestinian state — as “total- 
ly unacceptable," .Mr, Begin offered to bear his invited guest 
out. 

"Perhaps he will convince me. Perhaps I will convince him," - 
said Mr. Begin. 

The premier’s gesture was welcome, and it has already 
elicited some favourable comment abroad. Mr. Begin is not so 
naive, of course, as to expect Prince Fahd to accept his in- 
vitation: the last thing in the world a Saudi crown prince would 
do is come to Jerusalem, even Western Jerusalem, so long as as 
the Eastern part of the city remains under what the Saudis, like 
all Arabs, consider illegal Israel occupation. 

Tet it is of some importance that Prince Fahd is calling out 
not for a jihad to recover Jerusalem, but for a peace agreement 
with Israel. It is easy to forget that not very long ago Saudi 
Arabia was In the forefront of the Arab campaign to have Israel 
dismantled, and that even more recently it turned thumbs 
decisively down on Egypt's peace initiative. 

Prince Fahd’s statement marks a turnabout in Saudi policy, 
towards support of President Sadat’s policy. Whatever its 
precise motivations, and whether or not it resulted from a 
secret meeting between the prince and the president,, as has 
been reported, It has already led to the virtual cessation of all 
attacks on*Saudi Arabia by the Egyptian media. 

The Saudi move poses some problems for Israel. Prince 
Fahid's conditions are, of course, as Mr. Begin noted, totally un- 
acceptable, and not only by the present Israeli administration. 
But they still represent a softening of the Saudi attitude, and it is 
likely that Mr. Sadat's quid pro quo was the recent toughening 
of the Egyptian stand in the autonomy talks — notably on the 
Jerusalem issue. 

The question at this time is not, as Mr. Shamir put it, whether 
Saudi Arabia has endorsed Resolution 242: for practical pur- 
poses it has, although in the standard Arab interpretation. The 
question is rather, what sort of trade-off is Israel prepared to 
offer Saudi Arabia, under the “unrevised” Resolution 242. 

Will Mr. Begin, for example, agree to open the issue of 
Jerusalem to mutual attempts at persuasion between himself 
and Prince Fahd — let alone to a process of negotiation? Or will 
he insist on keeping it hermetically shut? 

At the moment all that Israel has to offer Saudi Arabia, anon- 
neighbour, is peace, pure and simple. Arguably this is more 
thqn enough. But not in terms of 242. Saudi Arabia poses no im- 
mediate military threaf to Israel: Mr. Begin assured "The 
Washington Post" that it has "no army actually." 

What it has instead is an oil-bloated, feudal and fanatically 
.Moslem regime. But Saudi Arabia has it in its power to affect 
Israel's chances of securing peace and security. It would be 
foolish, therefore, for Israel to dismiss the advances made and 
push Saudi Arabia back into the rejectionist fold. 

Stormy weather at El A1 

ISRAEL’S national carrier is in danger of closure again — and 
perhaps for good. A contingency plan to that effect Is being 
readied in the finance and transport ministries, to counter the 
workers' renewed sanctions, which again are playing havoc 
with El Al’s normal functioning. 

El ATS personnel have over the past aix months made genuine 
sacrifices to put their deficit-ridden company back into the 
black. Flight crews took & 20 per cent pay cut, ground staff 
allowed their numbers to be depleted by a quarter. 

And that, they indicate, is enough. They are seemingly’ not 
prepared to do any more just now. 

Tet El A1 Is far from being out of the woods. Its losses, which 
reached $ 80 m. last year (or $60m. if severance pay and other ex- 
penses connected with the attempted reorganization are 
deducted) , were supposed to be eliminated in the next twelve 
months. 

Instead another deficit looms. It will be something between 
$23ro. and |S8m., depending on whether the company manages 
to sell Off two 747's and one 707 as planned: and could be $10m. 
more than that if the Treasury’s more pessimistic, and possibly 
more realistic predictions about fuel prices and recession- 
affected passenger traffic turn out to be true. 

Tet now we learn of new disputes. A threat from the 
mechanics to down tools over a claim for back pay was only 
allayed by a promise to settle tbe matter within the next fort- 
night. 

The ground staff have closed ranks and refuse to cooperate 
with the firm of efficiency consultants, Mackenzie from the 
U.S., for fear that it might recommend more dismissals. 

Tbe flight crews will not permit dismissals eith er. Th e Boeing 
737*8, due to replace the heavier aircraft that are being 
withdrawn, can safely be handled by a chief pilot and co-pilot. 
But the cockpit men will not consent to being less than three. 

The stewards demand a team of seven — to serve a plane with 
a load-factor of 120 travellers in all. The navigators, whose role 
expired five years ago, are still on the pay-sheet. 

El A1 has vastly Improved its standards, with greater punc- 
tuality and more attentive service. The first-class compartment 
is now limited to those who have paid first-class fares. El A1 
staffers and others graced with complimentary tickets are 
henceforth confined to the tourist sections. The work-force can 
congratulate themselves on all that. 

They also have a case in resisting the efficiency study if it 
means more dismissals. Such a study should have been con- 
ducted prior to the dismissals already made. Now they feel the 
company has been devious — by revealing only now its intention 
to start a second wave of dismissals. 

But while they have some legitimate grievances, as well as 
some legitimate claim to recognition of their recent sacrifices, 
El Al's workers cannot expect their company to stop its 
streamlining drive. 

Painful cuts are now being made in government expenditure, 
at the expense of essential social and security services. In these 
circumstances, money will not be left to underwrite over- 
employment and other extravagances in an undertaking which 
should be able to earn its keep.

Dry Bones 


ISRAEL'S political predicament is 
worsening. There are mounting 
social tensions; the economy la 
deteriorating. Usually all these are 
attributed to our weak cabinet, 
which is headed by the weakest 
prime minister Israel has ever had. 
Government supporters, on tbe 
other hand, put the blame on exter- 
nal factors, such as the cost of oil or. 
global instability. 

Only very little has been 'said 
about the role of a very important 
— and impotent — sector which 
contributed tremendously to the 
national malaise. This is the state 
bureaucracy, or the civil service. 

The recent report of the State 
Comptroller has shed some light on 
this problem. But the Comptroller 
is cautious, and does not like to ex- 
press extreme criticism. The hasty, 
marginal suggestions of a com- 
mittee of directors-geperal was too 
late and too little. Their only con- 
tribution was an admission of tbe 
existing crisis. 

There is no need for deep, expen- 
sive empirical studies to determine 
the symptoms of this crisis in the 
civil service. These include an at- 
mosphere of despair among high of- 
ficials, extremely low morale, low 
prestige, lack of purpose, acute 
problems in policy formulation, 
‘severe problems of implementa- 
tion, red tape, absenteeism, supres- 
sion of information and much more.

The main problems of the civil 
service do not stem from a defunct 

wage structure or from underpay- 
ment. They stem, rather, from a 
basically wrong and old-fashioned 
approach to the role of a state 
bureaucracy in a modern society. 

Without fundamental changes In 
the perception of the function of the 
civil service, neither a full-scale 
reform nor more moderate im- 
provements can be expected. On 
the contrary, the crisis will expand 
and. Influence other unaffected sec- 
tors. 

UNDER THE present situation, 
and in the immediate future, 
reform can take place only if the 
state bureaucracy itself undertakes 
it. 

This sounds paradoxical, but only 
at first. It is true that the state 
bureaucracy Is now In a period of 
deep stagnation. It is true that it 
tends to relieve itself of respon- 
sibility by putting the onus on other 
sectors, hiding behind the pretext 
that its task is only to implement 
decisions which are determined by 
the politicians. 

The officials argue that the 
politicians should set the national 
goals, dictate directions for action, 
supply motivations, supervise im- 
plementation, etc. But these are 
only excuses for inaction. 
Moreover, the situation of other 
sectors ip still worse. 


The state officials should 
remember that one of the classical 
functions of a career service- is to 
ensure continuity and a regular 
development of government. This 
rule applies also to acute political 
crises, such as that now facing 
Israel. 

The civil service should perform 
its tasks even more efficiently diu> 
mg such a crisis, mai n tai n i n g ex- 
isting standards rather than con-: 
trlbuting to their deterioration. 

When the bureaucracy is truly in- 
novative it can also provide the 
necessary impetus for a significant 
change in the performance of its 
political bosses. 

Despite the proud utterances 
from senior officials that a capable 
and mature civil service 'has 
emerged, the service has hot 
fullfUled the expectations. 

Its real test was not in May 1977. 
There was no reason to suspect that 
the civil service would torpedo the 
transfer of political power after the 
elections, when Labour was 
defeated. likewise, there should 
have been no fear that the service 
would obstruct the action of the new 
government. The real test came 
when it was. quite clear that the new 
government was malfunctioning. 

At that point, the civil service 
failed. It did not provide any 
remedies to the situation. 'Hence it 
is evident that the bureaucracy is

THE IMPLICATIONS of this 
analysis are not as dangerous as 
they may appear. They do not call 
for a bureaucratic revolution or a 
usurpation of power. They call 
either for a redefinition of the role 
of the state bureaucracy or -for a 
mass resignation of senior officials 
for failing in their tasks. 

Practically and theoretically, 
nobody outside Israel adheres any 
more to the ancient notion of dis- 
tinguishing between policy-makers 
and the officials who execute 
policies.- 

The accepted view now is that, 
both the politicians and officials 
participate equally in policy and 
decision-making and their imple- 
mentation. Each group contributes 
its own share. 

On the one hand, the politicians 
contribute political awareness and 
a general knowledge of tbe people's 
demands; on the other, the officials 
add theif professional and 
systematic expertise. 

It Is even harder to distinguish 
between the actual dally functions 
of each group. The ministers, depu- 
ty ministers and directors -general 
perform pure administrative tasks, 
such as budgeting, manpower, etc., 
while the officials determine 
polices. 

The problem in Israel is that 
these . do facto overlapping . func- 
tions have not received . full 
legitimacy. Mainly because they 
are afraid to shoulder full respon- 
sibility. the officials do not publicly 
admit that they are performing the 
roles of policy-making and plan- 
ning.
